Israeli soldier shot 
dead in West Bank 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
( Agnndes) •— Unknown assailants 

riiot dead an Israeli soldier in the 
occo|»ed West Bank and military 
sources asserted Sunday that 
ftJestinians were switching from 
stones to firearms in their upris- 
ing against Israel. 

In Nablus, the West Bank’s 
largest city, Israeli soldiers 
opened fire on stone-throwers 
and fatally wounded a Palestinian 
teenager, tbe army and Palesti- 
nians said. 

Tbe army and hospital officials 
identified die victim as Burak Al 
Masri, 17 and said he was shot in 
the head. 

Nablus residents were observ- 
ing a general strike Saturday in 
protest of Friday’s shooting death 
of a Palestinian youth who was 
also shot during a stone-throwing 
dash with $oldiers. Arab journal- 


ists reported numerous clash® 
with troops patrolling the dty of 
110.000. 

Israel Radio said soldier 
Yoram Cohen. 20. was hit by 
bullets from two different guns 
Saturday night near . the West 
Bank town of Jenin. 

Eight soldiers on patrol came 
under intense fire ^m a range of 
about 30 metres, the army said. 
Cohen died instantly. 

"Last ni^t. a number of riiofi 
were fired from an ambush at dn 
army patrol car during an opera- 
tion in Misliyeh. They returned 
fire. An Israeli soldier was lulled 
in the clash," an army statement 
said. 

* Israel Radio said two men 
armed with an Uzi sub- 
madiinegon and a Soviet-made 
Kalashnikov carried out the 
attack. 


Moscow pushing for peace 
parley, ambassador says 


ALGIERS (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union, despite upheavals 
at home, is pushing ahead until 
efforts to anirnge a Middle East 
peace conference, the Soviet 
ambassador to Algeria said Sun- 
day. 

Alexandre Aksenionok told a 
news conference, "the Soviet Un- 
ion, the same as other interested 
parties, is doing all it can to 
ensure that the convening of this 
conference is possible.'* 

Moscow and Washington are 
the co-sponsors of the confer- 
ence, which is tentatively sdie- 
duied for October. But they 
failed last week, dniing a visit to 
'Moscow tty U.S. Secretary of 
State James Baker, to set a date 
or issue invitations. 

Mr. Baker is about to start 
another Middle East tour to try to 
resolve outstanding problems, 
tbe biggest of whidi is Palestinian 
representation at tbe talks. 

Mr. Aksenionok said a confer- 
ence would not be possible if tbe 
Soviet Union had insisted on a 
single formula for Palestinian 
representation from tbe begin- 
ning of preparations. 

"That is why tiie Soviet Union 
has proposed several variants... 
the Sovi® Union considers that it 


is up to the Palestinians them- 
selves to define their position, 
what form their representation 
takes (and) responds to their 
future national interests,” be 
said. 

Moscow believed that "tf Israel 
abandoned its severe and dictato- 
rial poritioD," a suitable formula 
would be mixed Palestinian- 
Jordanian representation, he 
added. 

"Bnt at the same time other 
variants are possible. We do not 
exdude anytiiing or reject any- 
thing.” 

Israel has agreed to attend pro- 
vided that tbe Palestine Libera- 
tion Oi^ganisatkm (PI^) has no 
say in tbe composition of tbe 
Palestinian delegation and that 
none of the Palestinian delegates 
are from Arab East J^usalem. 

Egypt Sunday praised Mr. 
Baker's upcoming trip ' to' the 
Middle East and bop^- it will 
result in the convening of a peace 
conference in October. 

Foreign Mnister Amr Miisa 
told reporters that there re- 
mained issues tiiat had to be 
agreed upon before tbe conven- 
ing of the peace conference like 
^lestinian representation and 
where the meeting can be held. 


Iraq to seek remains

The credit card opmtions 
and purchase of idrripi gov- 
ernment debts also figmred 
high during the Militaiy Court 
bearing of Petra Bank cases- 
Satonfa^ and Sunday' as a bat- 
tery of -five defenoB l a wyers - 
cross-ennmied Maher Waked.- 
a oeihber' of a committee' 
vdiich investigated die affaiis 
of the ban^ that was taken 
over by tiie Central -Bank of 
Jordan <CBJ) in Augi^ 19^ 
and ordered Outdated in April 
1990. 

Dr. Waked, the third wit- 
ness to testify on tbe commit- 
tee’s findings, said that it was 
fonnd that there was “gross 
Tnismanagement in the person- 
al credit facilities by 

Petra Bank,” wlii^ for the 
first time in Jordan, introdooed 
“(dastic money” in tbe form of 
crnSt card operations in tbe 
early 1980s. 

“The personal credit depart- 
ment appeared to be interested 
in only increasing the volume 
of business done ratherttban 
folhnring prndent inflection of 
personal creditwortltiness and 


abilify to repay,” Dr. Waked 


Hie Visacard section was 
of a “Omsumer Bank” set 
Dp by tile management of Petra 
Bank, beaded by Iraqi-born 
Ahmad Qialabi, the first de- 
fendant in the case and one of 
several accused who are being 
tried in absentia. 

The capital of the Consumer 
Bank, according to Dr. 
Waked, was equal to if not 
more than tbe ea|Mtal of Petra 
Buk itself. The Consumer 
Bank was headed by absentee 
defendant Jafaar Agha, a 
nephew of Dr. Chalabi. 

William Amirefa, who 
beaded Visacard operation, is 
one of the accused present .in 
Jordan. ' 

- Dr. Chalabi, several mem- 
beis of- his fkmify - and key 
defendants in tbe <ase refused 
to respond to court summons 
and are not re p r e s e nted in 
court. 

The total losses suffered by 
the Consunier Bank conld' be 
between JD 8 million and 
JD 10 miiKnn — seen in Petra 
Bank books as consistent non- 
perfenming loans. Dr. Waked 


“The loss through Visacard 
operations can never be 
known,” he sakL 
M^ of the holders of Visa- 
card isued by Petra Bank were 
Doo-Joidanians who have left 
the country without settiing 
their dues to the bank. Many 
Jordanians adio had the card 
have immigrated, leaving un- 
settled bills behind. Dr. 
Waked said- He added that the 


mana^ment failed on two 
counts: it did not care to ch^ 
the cretfibility of the person to 
whom it tssued tbe cards and it 
did not follow an efficient col- 
lection policy. 

Part of the outstanduig Visa- 
card dues have been collected 
by the liquidatois of Petr a 
Bank under an incentive 
sdieme which offered a 2S per 
cent write-ofi on dues settled 
before Aug. 20. 

Mr. Amireh’s lawyers 
sought to estabBrii that the 
head of the {^rations had 
little say in setting Petra Bank 
or Consumer Bank poliqr and. 
therefore, should not be held 
accountable for tbe losses in- 
curred. 

Another “gross violation” of 
Jordanian banliang- regulations 
by the Chalabi ma n ag ieinenc of 
Petra Bank was hs aoquishioD 
of a percentage of Polish gov- 
ernment debb.

close to $3 million at 47 cents 
to a (fcrilar from die ooiiuner- 
dal maricet in London, accord- 
ing to Dr. Waked’s tostimony. 

Mr. Ali's lawyers sought to 
prove in court tint the transac- 
tion was conducted in good 
feitii and die defendant’s signa- 
ture on the documents cannot 
be intmpieted as deliberate 
complicity to violate Jordan's 


banking code. 

Jordanian regulations ban 
any Jordanian bank from en- 
gaging in sudr deals and, in this 
partioilar case, the Central 
Bank was not aware of tbe 
transaction until after the take- 
over of Petra Bank, Dr. 
Waked said. 

Polish government debts 
were being sold in London in 
mid-1990 at 20 cents to a dollar 

and the cuirent value of those 
held by Petra Bank is almost 
half that, according to econo- 
mic experts. 

Tbe Chalabi management 
shipped ODt S7 million to help 
troubled Paris-based Bank of 
Participation and Deposits

AMMAN (J.T.) Ration 
cards and coupons intio- 
duced in September 1990 have 
helped control tiwhng in baric 
food commodities ud raved 
nearly JD 25 mnikm for tbe 
Treasury, according to Kfinis- 
try of-Su^y Seoe^ Genera 
a] Radi Ibrahim. 

The government wQl con- 
tinue to sidistdise rice, sugar, 
powdered milk and bread and 
has now printed new forms of 
food coupons to be dis^buted 
to the public, hfr. Ibrahim 
said. 

Tbe introduction of the food 
coupons and tbe subsidised 
prim on diese commodities 
has benefitted Jordanian 
citizens, restanrants and coo- 
fecticnDcries, Mr. Ibrahim said. 
He added feat by restricting 
the subridbed fo(^ commod- 
ities to Jordanian citizens 
alone, tbe goven u nent, has 
thus saved JD 25 nulfioii. But, 
he said, tbe measures had also 
enabled tbe government to 



control the tratfing in sn i yBes 
and p re v en t any Mwigeiing of 
food supplies outside tiie coun- 
try.. 

Mr. Ibrahim said that die 
Ministry ^ Supply initiaDy 
opened 600 centres for the 
dfstributfon of cards and 
conpems but later reduced the 
number to 92. 

Under the food rationing 


system, coupons issued to 
Jordanian citizens are pre- 
sented to stores where a cus- 
tomer can buy rice, sugar and 
milfc at reduced rates. 

Mr. Ibrahim said that a sur- 
vey conducted in the country 
showed that the amounts 
■Uowed to eadi citizens at the 
reduced prim were sufficient. 
Each citizen is allowed one and 
half kilo of sugar and one and 
half kilo of rice each month 
and one kiio of powdered 
nilk every four months under 
ubsidised rates. 

Food coupons were intro- 
duced shortly after the out- 
break of the Gulf crisis when 
Jordan was flooded with nearly 
800,000 refugees fleeing tbe 
Gulf area. No food riiortages 
were reported because the gov- 
ernment had built stock sicc- 
ing tbe Kingdom for at least six 
inootbs. The rationing system 
■was deemed necessary ensure 
stricter control on ti^ng in 
food supplies. 


Influx of expatriates raises 
population by 10 per cent 


AMh^ (J.T.) - A report 
com|Mled by the Ministry of Plan- 
ning and issued here Sunday 
announced that the influx into 
Jordan by hundreds of rhn»«mH<f 
of expatriates has increased by 10 
per cent of the country’s popula- 
tion. 

Most of the returnees have 
settled in Amman and Zarqa, 
adding to the heavy burdens 
tbm two cities have been already 
facing because of the national 
population growth, which 
reached 3.5 per cent annually by 
the end of 1990, the report said. 

^ In April, the National Popula- 
tion Commission announced that 
Jordan's population stood at 
almost 3.5 million by the end of 
1990. The April report noted that 
tiie country's population was ex- 
pected to be more than 5.5 niii- 
lion by the year 2005 given the 
current grov^ rate. 

The h^istry of Planning said, 
that tiie influx has had a negative 
impact on the national economy, 
whose performance has so far 
been linked to a great extent to 
those of the neighbouring coun- 
tries, particularly Iraq and the 
Gulf states which served as Jor- 
dan’s major markets. 

According to tbe ministry’s re- 
port, before the Gulf orisb Jor- 
dan used to export 40 per cent of 
its national products to Iraq and 
the Golf states at the rate of 23 


per cent to Iraq, 9 per cent to 
Saudi Arabia and 3 per cent to 
Kuwait. Jordan imptmed 85 per 
cent of its oil needs from Iraq and 
15 per cent from Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait. 

Tbe closure of these markets 
and the return of the workers 
from Kuwait has adversely 
affected the country’s balance of 
payments, tbe report said. 

Together with this, the coun- 
try's Gross National Product 
dropped by 9 per cent in the 
second half of 19W as a result of a 
decline in the actmties and ex- 
ports of Jordanian industrial, 
oommerdal and tourism indus- 
tries, the report added. 

It said that the return of the 
expatriates has now raised the 
lewl of unemployment to nearly 
20 per while the cost of living 
risen to 8.5 per cent over tbe first 
five months of 1991 cranpared 
with 4 per cent in the same period 
of 1990. 

Referring to the socio- 
economic conditions of the ex- 
patriates returning to Jordan, tbe 
ministT)*’5 report said that 43 per 
cent of the returnees were stu- 
dents, 44 per cent of whom are 
under 15 years of age. It added 
that 57 per cent of the returnees 
have settled in Amman, 24 per 
cent in Zarqa and the rest in Irbid 
and other provinces. 


Ihe report noted that 80 per 
cent of the students have been 
admitted into government 
schools, 12.5 per cent to private 
schools and 7.S per cent at 
schools run by the United Na- 
tions Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA). 

The ministry’s report predicted 
vast additional allocations in the 
19^ fiscal budget to help tbe 
government cope with the hu£^ 
increases in population and their 
needs in h^th, education and 
other services. The report said 
the government next year will 
need to allocate at least JD 17 
miUion for health services, JD 13 
million for education and JD 5 
million for housing. 

Substantial allocations will also 
be needed for capstal expendi- 
tures to be ^nt on infrastructure 
such as roads, electricity, tele- 
phones and other netwoiks. 

To find work for the returnees, 
the government is expected to 
need at least JD 1.18 Nllion. 

In a statement to Reuter news 
agen^ on Sept 9, Minister of 
Planning Ziyad Fariz said Jordan 
would need at least $4.5 Union 
within the next five years to cope 
with the huge population in- 
creases. Government statistics 
had estimated the number of 
returnees so far at 300,000 but 
said that more were coming. 


U.S. ambassador pledges to lift ban 
on American tourists visiting Jordan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — In its drive to 
stimulate the tourism industry in 
Jewdan, the Ministry of Tourism 
Sunday secured a proorise from 
U.S. -Ambassador Roger Harri- 
son to lift all bans imposed on 
American tourist groups visiting 
the Kingdom. 

A statement by the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, said that 
Minister of Tourism Abdul 
Karim A1 Kabariti met vrith the 
U.S. ambassador and discussed 
with him tbe question of eodiog a 
ban on American tourists visiting 
Jordan. The ambassador has 
promised tiiat the ban will be 
lifted in the coming few days, 
acoordiiig to Petra. 


The agency said that the minis- 
ter also disciBsed with Mr. Harri- 
son US aid programmes to Jor- 
dan, particularly aid needed to 
stiniulate tourism and preserve 
archaeological sites. 

Mr. Kabariti also met with 
Japan’s ambassador to Jordan, 
T^ynki Nonoyama to discuss 
questions related to organising 
Japanese tourist groups to Jordan 
within a package programme 
enabling the Japanese tourists to 
visit Jixndan and Syria. 

Petra said the minister and the 
ambassa dor reviewed SCOpes of 
cooperation in tbe tourism indus- 
try and Mr. Kabariti submitted 
specific proposals aimed at ensur- 


ing Japanese assistanoe to the 
Deparunent of Antiquities. 

Aid is needed, Petr a said, to 
enable the department to docu- 
roem and preserve manuscripts 
and records related to archaeolo- 
gy and antiquities. 

Mr. Kabariti earlier, this 
month presided over a meeting at 
which he announced tbe bun- 
dling of a wide scale campaign to 
promote the sale of Jordan’s 
archaeoio^cal and tourist sites 
abroad. Tbe Kfinistiy of Tourism 
secretary general told the Jordan 
Times that the campaign was 
aimed at ensuring that the 
greatest ntunber of tourist groups 
visit Jordan in the coining season. 


State of civil aviation in Arab World 
and European threat to be discussed 


AMMAN (Petra) — TTie effects 
of the merger of European air- 
lines and ^ future of foreign 
airlines operations on those of the 
Arab World will be the main 
topic on tiie agenda of a pan- 
Arab civil aviation meeting due 
to begin in Cairo Monday. 

Jordan is represented at tbe 
meeting by a delegation led by 
Gvil Aviation Authority (CAA) 
Director General Mahmoud Jam- 
al Balqez, who left for tbe meet- 


ing Sunday. 

The two^day meeting, accord- 
ing to Mr. Balqez, wiD also dis- 
cuss the proqiect of substituting 
tbe present Arab Committee for 
Gvil Aviation wi^ the Gvil 
Aviation CouncD in Ihe .Arab 
World as well as bylaws related 
to tiie council’s operations.

The inredominantly lidamist mem- 
bers of l^rlianient that brought these aPegatkms cannot be 
let off the hook so easily and the ooiy creJRile way for the 
country to by to rest such assertions is to conduct a 
thorough investbation the entire issue by an indqModcnt 
body composed of r e pr cscutatii i c s off the three branches of 
g overnment. 

The weakness of die government's refhtadon of these 
charges stems first and foremost from the fact that it was 
based on a report by the pahiic ^oseentor’s office. It is 
indeed unorthodox in such situations to leave the entire 
matter in the hands of tbe public prosecutor to investigate 
since he is always suspect of inqmrdaliQr. Last weeh, the 
minister of interhn*, Mr. Jawdat Sboul, issued a statament 
catcgoricaliy denying any knowledge of the detainees in 
question ever bemg tortm^ or ill-treated, and he based his 
verdict on the report prepared by the public prosecutor. 
Tbe minister would have put hims elf in a much stronger 
portion had be ordered a thorough investigatiou of the 
matter, especially after tbe Public Freedoms Conunittee of 
tbe Lower House had taken up the issue and made a series of 
recommendations that may or may not be justified or 
necessary. As things went, bowevor, tbe matter was left to 
snnmer and in the process became even more compoonded. 
In the process tbe image of the comdry as an operational 
democracy was left opoi for manipulation by tbose who do 
not wish ns soccess in mdemg torther inroads into donocra- 
tisatioD and progress. 

As Jordan has token a solemn dedaoo to sign and ratify 
the Intecnational Convention against Torture, it behooves 
ns to prepare the groundwork for such a giant step by 
uprooting any linguing doubts about the record of the 
country on any human rights vkdations. Indeed tbe coun- 
try’s reputation as torture-free has won ns at^hn from all 
comm of tbe worid. The government owes it to itself to 
respond to the ebarges effecfibcly and properl y . The way it 
cbose to react on this one leaves a great d^ to be desired. 

This is not to si^gest that terrorist poops or crmrinab 
must be left free to roam tbe streets of Amman or c bewb ere 
to conunh. their farinoos crimes. The coontry must never 
drift to the extent that some countries had gone in defence of 
dvfl liberties and cad up whfa crindnab free to commit their 
crioMs again and again. Rather, what to called fbr to bfr 
phy in the drt fi i t i on and p rosec uti on of people accused of 
flouting the criminal laws of the country.

Secretary of State James l^ker in the region and his talks with tbe 
leaders of Israel and the Arab states one can <»ly wait and see 
whether the firm U.S. administration stand in the loan guarantees 
issue would have its effect on toe outcome of Mr. Baker's talks in 
Israel, tbe paper noted. It said that every time Mr. Baker is on a 
visit here, Is^l defies the U.S. administration by announcing 
plam to go ahead with buil^g settlements against the American 
desire. It is indeed interesting to see whether Israel would pursue 
its Ofra defiance of the worid community. The Arabs sboidd not 
remain idle in tbe meantime, said toe paper, but should concert 
their steps and unite stands to face the com ing stage. 


WHAT is tile ose of baring 10 private or government universities 
when most of the students are unable to join them, asked Fakhri 
Kawar in his column published by A1 Ra'i daily Sunday. The 
writer said that since tbe private universities diarge exorbitant 
foes and accept only those iriio passed the tawjihi e»amiTmtionf 
with at least 60 per cent grades, only a limited number of students, 
espe^Iy the very rich, can acquire higher education. The writer 
implied that since tbe universities aim to make a fortune fi^ 
their services, there can be no question about them being 
commercial establishments and not educational institutions. He 
said that in Eg^ there are 10 universities which rater to the 
needs of 55 million people, but in Jordan 10 universities do not 
suffice four million people's desire to acquire higher education. 
Tbe writer said that toe ordinary citizens cannot offiM hi^er 
education to tbeir diildren under toe present drcumstances and it 
is up to tile concerned autoorities to see to it that education 
should be a dianoe given to all students wishing to leant.

Bourguiba’s words come back to us 


NEARLY a qnaner of a century ago. Palesdniaos and other Ardis, who 
spoke in favour of accepting the U.N. partition^ plan for 
Palestine, were arbitrarily accused of a variefy of treacheries 
r angin g f^m defoatism and capitulation to even being Zionist 
agents. Some were even gunned down. 

In tbe aftermath of the disastrous 1967 Arab-Israeli war, the' 
recommendations of such “national outcasts" suddenly became 
tbe epi^omy of national aspirations. This ^cle in Palestoixan and 
Arab perspectives and interpretation of postures towards toe 
Palestinian case in particular, continues till these bitter days as if 
little or nothing has been learned from past confusion between 
national honour and national suicide. 

When former U.S. President Jimmy Carter visited Amman a 
couple of years ago, he raised doubts to a number of Jordanian 
journalists who met with him whether any of them had really read 
toe Camp David accords which had caused consternation to tbe 
whole Arab World. In Mr. Carter's estimations, wbax the Arab 
ride was accepting thereafter was inferior to what he had 
proposed in the peace treaty between Cairo and Tel Ariv in 1979. 
He was referring specifically to former U.S. President IRonald. 
Reagan's peace initiative which the Arab Worid then hail^ 
as a milestone in the quest for a just and permanent solution to 
the Arab-Israeli conflicts includirig the Palestine question. 

Now once again tbe Palestinians are tom between the opition of 


rejecting any peace settlement that tolls short of tiidr eroding 
sense of what b honouraUe and just and the available attemative 
of salvaging as much as can be ^vaged before it b too late and 
then try to btdld on it in accordance with tbe bbtoiic advice of 
former Tunisian Prudent Hal^ Bouiguiba bads in 196^ It w3! 
be reme m b e red that the Tunisian leader had ooimselled toe 
Palratmian people then to “take what b available and then ask for 
more." A/fr. Bomgmba's sermon deariy drew heavQy on tiie 
Jewish tactics throu^out their contemporary history to construct 
their own state on Palestinian lands. Irococally ^making, Mr. 
Boinguiba's words were made just a year prior to the 19^ war' 
which chang^ eveiythiiig in the Middle indutong ibe Arab 
and Palestinian c riteria for what is acceptable and \toat b-not. 

It would be pnsunqrtBOos to make the argument now, and wito 
the benefit of hindsight, that bad the Palestinians considered Mr. 
Bonrguiba's advice, they would not be in the mess they find 
titemsdves in today. Yet tiie words of Mr. Bouiguiba must sorely 
stili ring loud and persbt to haunt the Palestinians and tbeir 
leadership at thb critical juncture in toe seardi for a pennaneiit 
resolution to the Palestinian prcfolem. T^ Palestinians are indeed 
at a crossroad; eitoer to play ball bi toe game offered to them or 
risk losing all. Under the prevaSii^ Arab and international 
conditions no one can seriously entertain the stance of aiming for all 
or notoing. That luxury has long been abandoned for something

Rights group condenms abuses in Kuwait 


The following is the text of tbe 
Middle East Watch press 
announcement about its report 
released September 11 dealing 
witii the human righes situatiott in 
Kuwait. 

SIX months after the liberation of 
Kuwait, the thirst to avenge toe 
horrors of the Iraqi occupation 
continues to spawn a new round 
of hnnian ri^b victims — ~ tiib 
time at Kuwaiti hands, acconfiog 
to a 63-page report issoed today 
Middle East Wateh, a division 
of tbe New York-bas^ Human 
Righb Watch. The report enti- 
tled a 'Victory Turned Mun Hu- 
man Righb in Kuwait Since Li- 
beration, diaiges tiiat deqxte tbe 
prominent role played by calb to 
defend human righb in rallying 
support for the war against bnq, 
the reinstated Kuwaiti govern- 
ment has trampled on tbose ri^rts 
at neariy eve^ turn, often with 
toe ose of violence. Murder, tor- 
ture, arbitrary detention and un- 
lawful deportation have been tbe 
tools of this campaign of 
vengeance. 

Tte pretext fte these abases b a 
govemment-iiupired quest to 
root out those wbo collaborated 
wito toe Iraqi occupiers and to 
restructure Kuwaiti society in a 
feshion that b deemed more reli- 
able politically. The victims, 
almost uniformly tong-tenn lesi- 
dpnb of Kuwait, are prindpalty 
Palestinians, Iraqb and the state- 
less Arabs knoim as Bedoiins. 

The as ses sm ent of Kuwaiti bn- 
man ri^ib practices rince tibera- 
tion b based on two toct-find^ 
urissioiis to Kuwait, extensive 
teleftoone interviews with resi- 
deub of Kuwait, and research by 
Kuwaiti homan ri^b monitors. 
Afiddle East Watdi hu previous- 
ly documented Iraqi abases in 
occupied Kuwait and conde- 
mned tiiem in a number of le- 
porb. 

The report notes that the na- 
ture of post-liberation abuses in 
Kuwiut has changed over tone. 
The violence of the early months 
of liberation has increasingly 
been supplanted by an iobumane 
and Qle^ dqxn^on process 
which threatens to accelerate in 
light Of a governmental decree 
tiiat all reridmey permib for non- 
Kuwaiti citizens wOl expire at the 
end of Ortober. Meanwhile, tor- 
ture and aibitrary detention con- 
tinue at a disturbing rate. 

Among toe report's findings 
are: 

— Scores are known to have 
been killed at the bands 
Kuwaiti forces, swne of whom 
may be am<^ toe 54 unidentified 
bodies of victims of post-fibera- 
tion killings found in a series of 
mass, graves in A1 Riqqa cemet- 


ery. Although the Kuwmti gov- 
ernment has attempted to blame 
individuab beyond ib control, 
most of these IdUings were com- 
mitted by offldal security forces 
or irr^ular armed groups work- 
ing dosely wito them. 

— Tbe highest leveb of the 
Kuwaiti government are compli- 
dt in these kfllings in that they 
have yet to arrest or prosecute 
any of tbose re^xmriUe, in not- 
able contrast to die vigour wito 
which the government has pur- 
sued percei^ collaborators 
tbe Iraqi occ u p i ers. Nor have 
exhumations or any otiier form of • 
investigation been ordered into 
the mass graves containing un- 
identified rictims of post4ib«ra- 
tion violence. To tiie contrary, 
tbe periodic government calls to 
dea^Kuwait of a prraumed fifth 
column have, if anydimg, finther 
inspired this violence. 

— While the inddence of kill- 
ing has (fiminisbed sfaice tiie im- 
tid months folfowing liberation, 
arbitrary detentitm and torture 
remain at trooblingly hi^ levels. 
Torture takes plm in a variety of 
government detention centres, 
abetted by ofSdal tolerance of 
long-term incommunicado deten- 
tion and tbe absence of any prosecn- 
tidi of thoK reqxmsible for vio- 
lence against prisoners. Severe 
healings with &b and dnbs are 
the most common form of abuse, 
but other tecbniqnes indude eieo- 
trie sfaodc, burns wito cigarettes 
and otiier hot items, rape, and 
tbe denial of food and water. 
Some of the torture was derigned 
to elidt oonfesrions, of the sort 
regulaiiy introduced daring tiie 
mastial-4aw tri^ of sus|tected 
ocrflaboratois, bm modi of toe 
torture was m^ed siiiqdy as au 
instrument of ooDective pmiish- 
ment against random members of 
disfevoured nationalities. 

— Tbe charade that passed for 
trials before tbe martial-law tri- 
bunals charged with judging sus- 
pected collaborators fell far short 
of international finr-trial stan- 
dards to vriiidi Kuwait itsdf has 
sitoscribed, indwfog Aitide 75 
of the First Additional Protocol 
to toe 1949 Geneva Conventions. 
One hnndred and dghteen were 
sentenced to long prison terms. 
Amo^ tbe due-process defiden- 
des dted were toe routine intro 
dnetion of confessions coerced 
through torture, the denial of toe 
rights to consult wito counsel 
brtbre mterrogation, tbe pena- 
lisation of cotduct toat was not 
deariy proscribed by preexisting 
criminal law, tbe unjustified use 
of trial in absentia, tbe lack of 
ai^ieai, and an assumption that 
non-Kuwaiti residents of Kuwait 
owed the same du^ of h>;^ty to 
the Kuwaiti gpvenment-in-exfle 


as did dtizens- Apart from oom- 
nnitiiig an cleatii sentence to 
life unprisonmeDt, the infonnal 
clemency review process reaf- 
firmed ^ convictions, refiecting 
a tack of meaningful scrutiny. 

— Relatively of those de- 
tained since liberation have even 
been brought to trial. At least 
5,800 have been detained in the 
six montiis since liberation, of 
whidi at least 3,000 remain in 
detention today. Roomily one- 
third are in custody pmid^ de- 
poratira; most of the remainder 
are being held withont any formal 
diaige ^ving been filed i^ainst 
them, indudhig at least 300 m- 
caroerated in incommunicado de- 
tention. Another 300 are awaiting 
tr^, ^iparentfy scheduled to 
resnme tob month, before state- 
security courts wito a track record 
tiiat b little better than toat of the 
martial-law courts. 

— Deportations of long-term 
residents begun shortly after li- 
beration aoralerated during tbe 
Sommer months and threaten to 
reach a crescendo when all re- 
sidency permits eiqpire, by gov- 
ernment decree, at the end of 
Octobm. L^al protections cmi- 
tained in toe Fourto Geneva Con- 
vention, wfaidi Kuwait has rati- 
fied, have been systematically 
floated in .the process of sum- 
marily deporting Palestinians, 
Iraqis and Bedoons. Stateless Be- 
doim and Palestinians have been 
expelled witoout any provision 
bdng made fbr a country to 
accept them. Refugees wbo fear 
persecution in Iraq have been 
retnrned to Saddam’s graro* Ex- 
pnbioiis have proceeded witbont 
any opportunity to challenge de- 
portation before an iadqimident 
tribunal.

Despte its 
leadership of the affiance that 
returned die emir to toe throne, 
its ongoing role in defending 
Kuwait and rebuiidii^ its infras- 
tractore, and toe tremendous 
esteem which it b held in the

administration has shown a <fis- 
turbing onmllingaess to protest 
severe abuses in Kuwait. 
Evidently more conce r ned mto 
reaiHiig toe pcriitical diridends of 
the Draert Storm military victory 
than wito WghB^tin g anything 


that migte tanusb that endeavor, 
toe adimnbtratioa has acted far 
more as a defender of toe Kuwaiti 
govermnent — rebutting human 
rights criticisms and actively seek- 
ing to deflect attention from 
Kuwaiti abuses — than as a gov- 
ernment intent on living np to the 
homan rij^ts principles wfuefa 
fbnned part of toe ralfying cry for. 
war with Iraq.

Doubts emerge over December 
deadline for new EC treaty

BRUSSELS — As centrifugal 
forces draw states apart in E^- 
em Europe, toe European Gim- 
munify is wondering whether it 
can meet a December deadline to 
achieve the opporite effect — 
economic and imlitical union. 

Diplomats say the odds appear 
to have grown in the past few 
days because of rising hriction at 
tbe two inter-govemmental con- 
ferences mapping the way to dos- 
er union. 

, “The longer thb di^s on, the 
harder it gets," said one of^al 
invrived in the community's trea- 
ty talks. 

A new paper on political union 
written by ^ Netherlands, cur- 
rent EC president, b being lam- 
basted by other states given a 
sneak preview. 

New Dutch plans for Econo- 
mic and Monetary Union (EMU) 
were torn to shr^ at a meeting 
of finance minbteis on Mimday. 

“Tt looks as if thi^ (the Duuto) 
had done it on purpose to amago- 
nisc eveiybody." one diplomat 
said. 

The summit in the Dutch town 
of Maastridit in December may 
well be toe Last chance for agree- 
ment on a sin^ currency ^ a 
common foreign and security 
policy among the present 12 
member states. 

If thb deadline b missed, toe 
EC would find it [lolitically diffi- 
cult to continue pretending it has 
not noticed the growing quene of 
apfBicams beating a path to its 
door from the east. 

Instead of concentrating on 
building monetary and foreign 
policy musde, the bloc would 


suddenly be staring in toe free toe 
unfBeasani question of bow to 
redesign its exbting procedures 
so that 24 or more members could' 
agree mi anything. 

EC leaders decided in Rome 
last December that Maastricht 
must see the signing of a new 
treaty to take the Moc far beyond 
tbe ^gle market due to be in 
place by 1993. 

“It's goocUiye Maastricht/' one 
dfpkmiat said after the 'Nether- 
lands late last week started float- 
ing Its revised draft fbr political 
union. 

“They're never going to be 
able to get agreemem Hi time." 

In part, the problem lies with 
the sheer complexity of tbe grand 
plans 10 forge a Buropean un- 
ion. Sovereignty in foreign 
affairs, tbe ability of countries to 
'manage their own money and 
ultimately decide their own fate 
are at stake. 

But. to a large extent, the 
problem is simply one of time. 

For over two months. EC lead- 
ers and minbters have had to 
focus on the implications of a dvi! 
war simmering in Yogosbvia and 
lately on the collapse of the 
Soviet Union. 

EC foreign ministers, who arc 
supposed to steer ifacpriiticBl un- 
ion talks and oversee EMU nego- 
tiations. have met five tunes in 
the three weeks since the attemp- 
ted Soviet coup. 

Racing between capitals, they 
have had little time to (fonder 
non-urgent issues. 

Even their aides concede that 
mudi of their agenda b taken up 
wito concocting initiatives and 
results that can be presented to 
public opinion after tbe next 
meeting.

THE theme of my talk tonight is 
on “onr respona^ty to create a 
better world.” I w^d tike to 
share with jrou some of my 
dioo^ts on this target to widdi I 
am sure, all of us present here 
tonight have devoted most of our 
lives. 

Hist of all let me {riease share 
with yon what I mean by a “bet- 
ter world” — it is a vision of a 
future in vriucfa our global femily 
would be emotionally hapfrier. 
physically heakhier, vritfa its qual- 
itative weffere more equitably 
shared than it is today or at any 
time in the past; .all this to be 
adiieved while preserving onr en- 
vixonment and conserving onr 
natural endowments. So a better 
world is one in vriiich we can 
achieve sustainable derelc^nnent 
tiiat is more equitable and en- 
vironmentaliy benign. 

And it is a global frunily in a 
global village that our universe is 
develofring towards today. Since 
the last few years tte informatioa 
age has dawned on ns enabling 


worldwide instant dissemination 
of knowledge, communication of 
news and information and en- 
counter among people and cul- 
tures. As in ^ traditional vil- 
lage, where everybody knows and 
assists everybody else, grievances 
are shared, needs are collectively 
addressed and cooperation is im- 
perative m order to achieve the 
public good and avoid conflicts of 
interest. So sboukl our global 
riliage be develofnng towa^ to- 
day; but is it? 

In order to create a better 
world in such a transparent uni- 
verse we have to nairow the 
disparities which exist tod^ be- 
tween tiie North and the Swth, 
between those who hare and 
others who have not, and to 
sustain a global development with 
economic growth. Mudi atten- 
tion has been focused during the 
last few yew, and rightiy so, on 
how all this can be done with 
environmental preservation. 
Tonight, rethout me ignoring tins 
or any other relevant issue, 1 
would like to concentrate on the 
important issue of cUld care. 

• Let us remember ttat the fu- 
ture belongs to our ^dren and 
in order to create a better world 
those should be the prime target 
of our attention. Wiereas the 
societies of the North matnred, 
reth half of the population now 


above 45 yeais old, the popula- 
tion of the South is stiD veiy 
young and many nations hare 
half of its population fifteen years 
old or younger.' It is their welfare 
and upb rinffl o g wtuch rfioukl be 
our target in order to arrive at a 
better mtare. 

It is drildhood, particulariy the 
first few pre-sdK>ol years after 
lurth, that shapes the future of 
the human being more than any 
other peri^ in Us life. These are 
the few formative years on which 
we must oonceutrate our utmost 
attenti on and it & these same 
years wluch are still, unfortunate- 
ly, vety modi neglected in many 
societies of the. South, where 
most of the empbaas was, and 
is, placed on sdiools and 
post-school education. The plan- 
neis’ belief was that schools and 
eradication ot iliiteracy would 
uarrow the development gap; no 
doobt some progress in education 
has taken place, however tiie 
results, dll today, have not lived 
up to our ambitions. An aspira- 
tion for a better future warrants a 
modification of this trategy by 
more emphasis on difld care and 
pre-sdiool upbringing. 

Therefore our responsibility to 
create a better woiid rests with 
our attention and success in car- 
ing for our children, particularly 


in the first few formative years of 
their age. The stage for this is the 
femily and its surroundings. 
Nutrition and its avaibbility, is 
essential to develop the physical 
and mental health of the newly 
born diild. Family care and 10%% 
are needed for tiw child’s serene 
development, and kinder^rten 
fadUcies are essential to sharpen 
his interest and devek^ his in- 
novative capacities. 

During the last thirty years the 
worid, particulariy the specialised 
'U.N. agendes and funds, have 
gathered a wealth of knowledge 
and experience on developmern. 
Huge amounts were invested dur- 
ing the seventies and eighties, on 
the infrastructure and other high- 
ly cairital intensive projects, some 
of which with mediocre results 
that only burdened the South 
with debt. The 74oitb-South gap, 
if axiytoing, is not narrowing. This 
experience has recently dawned 
on us and sobered us proving- 
once more the fundamental fact- 
that it b the human being that 
sboold be the (Miniary target of 
our investment and attention. In 
reder to adueve a better world it 
is “human devek^mient" rather 
tiian “infrastructure develop- 
ment” that should be the primary 
centre of onr attention and in- 
vestment. 

Hiroagh recent advances in 


medidne, most of the prevent- 
able child diseases are treated 
with remarkable reduction in in- 
fant mortality. However, these 
medical advances were not 
matched by similar improvements 
to the quality of fife of child and 
mother in many countries. TIU 
this very day, malnutrition, 
undenveight aiui lack of basic 
needs are common features of 
childhood in many countries of 
the South, vnth female-male dis- 
parities in education and otiier 
opportunities are still not uncom- 
mon. Till this very day, more 
than one quarter of all women in 
the world sufier from nutritional 
anaemia and a quality of life 
below human dignity. This is an 
appalling situation which we 
should not allow to continue. Our 
responsibility to create a better 
worid demands that we work 
collectively to change and im- 
prove ail this. 

This, of couise, requires invest- 
ment and fonds wbidi most eouatries 
on our globe cannot afford. Luckily 
(MV universe is now moving from 
divison and conflict to understanding, 
from totalitarianism to piuralism and 


.from narrow kicai idteiests to global 
conostiis. AH this d^Muses with the 
hug e investment whiA was destined 
to be wasted on armaments and re- 
leases enormous resources for global 

devdopmcnt wbidi dMMild be reqr- 
rUH mainly into rWid care and en- 
vvooment preserva^. We have to 
seire this opportunity. 

Therefore, guided by our de- 
velopment experience ^ the last 
three decads, our responsibility 
for a better future is to peioeive 
and avail ourselves of the newly 
evolving world order to cha n ne l 
the funds released by the new era 
of detente and global understand- 
ing and to direa our investments 
to where it can pay the U^iest 
dividends: human devdopment, 
paiticitiaily diild care. 

Our visioQ and re s po ns ibiliiy for a 
better worid rests with the 
childrm of today. It is for their 
welfeje, promotion and future 
that we meet tonight to inau^- 
rate the “Global Co-operatioo 
House.” This Imose whiik 1 am 
sure will devote much of its mod- 
est material resources, but very 
rich spiritual endowment, to- 
wards this vision. 




Saddam seen as tightening grip on power

NICOSIA — By sacking the man 
who i^edged to work for political 
pluralism. President Saddam 
Hussein has ti^tmed his grip on 
the ruling Baatb Party by placing 
kinsmen and other heD^men in 
top po^. 

Iraqi exiles in Europe said on 
Saturday the (fismissal of.Saa- 
doun Haminadi as prime minister 
and member of the ei^t-niaii 
fovolutioD Oommand Council 
(RCC) was a blow to pfod^ of 
democracy and ecomMiuc liber- 
alisation following Iraq’s defeat 
in the Gulf war. 

“Hammadi was the only firm 
advocate of pluralism. He was 
courageous enough to call a 


spade a qwde,” one . said. 

Mr. Sarffa*" was his own prime 
minister until the appointcient of 
Mr. Hanuna^ nea^ montiis ^ 
at the bei^t of the foiled Shiite 
rebellion in sonthem Iraq. 

The exiles say Mr. Hanmadi’s 
sacking, following a two-day 
mefitin g of tiie Buth Party on 
Friday night, meant that Mr. Sad- 
d^ felt confident enough of his 
authority to purge the party and 
government td figum who might 
have dudfenged Ids rule. 

The Baath (Arabic for renaiss- 
ance) Party has ruled Iraq as the 
sole unchallenged party since 
1968 

“Tiie collapse of the Kurdish 
and Shiite rebellions and the fei- 
hire of tiie West to unseat Um has 
given hfr. a new lease of 


life,” one exile said. 

Baghdad Televisirai said the 
party reelected Mr. Saddam, who 
has led Iraq anoe 1979, as its 
secretary-general. Mr. Hamma- 
di's dismissal was due to lack of 
aippoit in Baath Party elections, 
it said. 

Mr. Saddam replaced Mr. 
HammadU vrith a fellow Shiite, 
Mft hamiwad Hamza A1 Znbeidi, 
ai^iarently to please Iraq’s major- 
ity but largely poweri^ Sluite 
Muslim secL But be also sacked 
Hassan Ali Nassar, another Shiite 
in tiie Sunni MasUm-doimnated 
RCC. 

The sources said Mr. 2Uibeidi, 
fon^ minister of communica- 
ticxis and transport was a potitical

Italian industrialists 
sound alarm bells on 
slumping bourse 


MILAN (R) Leading I^ian 
industrialists and financiers are 
sounding alarm bells about the 
anaemic state of Milan's bourse, 
weakened in the past month ^ a 
major ^are scandal and dwind- 
ling business. 

They said investors and com- 
panies seeking fresh capital in- 
creasingly mi^t look abroad if 
structural changes are not made 
soon. 

“I cannot be optimistic about 
the future of the Italian bourse,” 
Giovanni Agnelli, chairman of 
the huge Fiat SPA group, told 
reporters at a business confer- 
ence. 

'The problem is the competi- 
tion from government secur- 
ities,” Mr. Agnelli said- “Gov- 
ernment bonds are placed easily 
on the market, but you cannot 
say the same thing about stocks.” 

The bourse’s woes contrast 
sharply with tbe bond market, the 
world’s third largest behind the 
U.S. and Japan. Trading volume 
on the screen-based bond market 
soared to a record 10.7 trillion 
lire ($8 billion) on Thursday. 

Attractive ^elds and expecta- 
tions of tax reimbursements to 
foreign investors have toudted 
off a hnge rally last week. 

Leading Italian new^mpers ran 
page-one articles about the 
slumping ^ock market Friday. 
“Go^l^ to the bourse” was the 
pagpone headline in prestigious 
national daily Corriere Della- 
Sera. 

‘The bond market is more 


attractive and so are other fbrei^ 
(stock) markets, so there really is 
no incentive to go into Italy 
now," said Albert Alonzo, Italian 
market analyst for Nomora Re- 
search Institute in London. 

Mr. Alonzo added that key 
economic issues such as contain- 
ing the soaring budget deficit and 
reforming the country’s wage- 
increase system remain unre- 
solved. 

“In May and June there were a 
lot of foreign investors who were 
expecting a return to the market 
by domestic investors. That 
h^’t materialised,” Mr. Alonzo 
said. 

. ' Brokers say Italian investors 
have been frightened about put- 
ting their savings in the stock 
market since a 85 billion lire (S6S 
million) stock scandal erupted in 
AugusL 

Geneva-based' Banque. 
Dumenil-Leble (Suisse) S.A. has 
claimed it was the victim of a 
swindle carried out by a Turin 
investment company, which has 
denied the charges. 

Three securities firms caught 
up in the af^ already have 
collapsed, and daily volume on 
tbe Milan market has shrunk to a 
paltry 50 billion lire ($38 million). 

Operators says the bourse 
needs several rrforms. Among 
these are a quicker settlement 
procedure for stock deals, con- 
tinuous electronic trading to re- 
place tbe current open outcry 
system and titter regulation of 
the market. 


U.S. cigarette sales to 
Soviets rise 7,200% 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U-S. 
sales of cigarettes to tiie Soviet 
Union incrassed more than 7,200 
per cent in the first half of 1991, 
the Tbbaoco Merchants Assoda- 
tion of the United States has said. 

A major shortage in the Soviet 
Union last year brought rationing 
to Moscow and demands for the 
resignation of prime mmister 
Nfleolai Ryzhkov. Major U.S. 
manufacturers were qui^ to help 
fill the gap. 

Total U.S^ exports of dgare^ 
in tiie hatf-year readied 88 billion 
ineces, acouding to Farrell DeW 
man, president of the assodarion. 

Sales within tbe United States . 
have been going down ance 1964, 
when U.S. surgeon general 
Luther Terry warned that 
cigarette smoking far outweighed 
otiier factors as a cause of hutg 
(fisease. 

The aven^ American over 18 
year of age smoked 4,195 
dgarettes in 1964. The number 
was down to 3,121 in 1988, tite 
last years for which figures were 
arvaflaUe. 

**Given the incieasiiig demand 
for I4gh quality U,S. mamifafr 
tnred Americai^lead dgarettes- 
...tiie U.S. could be in^udng 
more and more of ttie world’s 
tobacco snpf^," Mr. Delman 
said in a statement. 


Tbe association also recorded 
increases in the sale of snnff and 
chewing tobacco. 

The U.S. Commerce Depart- 
ment rqported U.S.' tobacco ex- 
ports to tiie Soviet Union as 
worth $60,009,107 in the first half 
of 1991, comimed with $869,167 
in tbe first half of 1990. 

-Soviets accounted for only a 
small portion of U.S. dgarette 
sales. Japan, tiie leading buyer, 
took $769335,814 worth of U.S. 
tobacco products, 

Belgio^ bought $664301,717 
worth. ^Cbael Marion, public 
affairs manager for the associa- 
tion, said modi of vdiat Belgium 
bought was reexported to eastern 
Europe. 

Hong Kong, tbe United Arab 
Eimrates,- Saudi Aralria, Ibrkey 
and Singapore were also big im- 
porteis fr^ this country. Tur- 
key’s purchases increased even 
more than tbe Soviets’ — to 
$156,868,685 worth from 
$22338345. 

A few, mostly African, coun- 
tries that bought no tobacco from 
the United Stat^ in the first half 
of last year took cooridexable 
amounts in 1991: Guinea 
$ 11399310 , Papua New Gmnes 
$2,509,238, Mauritania

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Jordanian glass fibre 
project enters final stage 
for implementation

AMMAN ~ Evaluation of a 
feasibility SAdy on setting up a 
film plant is under way by 
the Jordan Investment Corpora- 
tion (JIC) and the final de^on 
to gp ahead wiA Ae project and 
ping in a major gap in the local 
market is expected to be made 
soon. 

The assessment of the “tech- 
nic^ and financial aspects” of Ae 
project as contained in the sAdy, 
prepared by MMIS Consultants, 
is expected to be -.completed this 
week and recommendations will 
be submitted to the decisfon- 
makeis by liiuTSday, said Munter 
Saudi, a senior offidal pf JIC, a 
government agen^. 

Mb'. Saudi declined to reveal 
any qjedfic details of Ae prop- 
osed project except Aat it had 
been establidied that the plant 
will be mcBtly export-oriented in 
adA'tion to meeting Ae needs of 
six or seven local fibre-glass 
manufecturers uAo are now de- 
pending on imports of Ae pro- 
duct. 

“The (envisaged) export mar- 
kets would include some of the 
advanced countries,” Mr. Saudi 
said, adAng that there was an 
internation^ market shorten of 
glass fibre, mostly used for insula- 
tion purposes in various indus- 
tries in addition to liquid tanks 
and for products such as batiitiibs 
as well as Ught-wei^t furniture. 

Mr. SauA noted Aat Jordan 
could also enjoy a competitive 
edge in the international market 
since the main component in raw 
materials involved in Ae glass 
industry — silicate (sand) of va- 
rious types — was abundant in 
the Kingdom. 

Mr. Saudi said options for 
financing and capital investment 


in Ae proposed project, which 
will have an annual production 
cai^ty of 5,000 tonnes, re- 
mained open and that these de- 
tails could be finalised when defi- 
nite offers are invited from equip- 
ment suppliers. 

Meanwhile, plans to set up a 
glass-container manufacturing 
plant are awaiting an “updated 
feasibility study” by MMIS con- 
sultants. The project was ex- 
pected to be finalised 'by early 
,AngB5t, but certain techni^ and 
financial aspects forced a delay in 
Ae implementation of the pro- 
ject. The fresh feasibility study is 
scheduled to be completed in six 
to seven weeks’ time. 

The glass-container project will 
be built by the Jordan Glass 
Industries Company (JGIC) with 
partial financing frim JIC and Ae 
Industrial Development Bank 
(IDB). Options for other financ- 
ing and capital investment — 
including equipment supplier 
owning equity in the project — 
also remain open. 

The project could be set up 
either in Jordan or in Yemen, if 
the Yemeni private sector is in- 
terested. according to JIGC offi- 
cials. 

“If (the Yemenis) are in- 
terested in Ae proposal, they will 
be welcome to come in,” JIGC 
Chairman Farhi Obeid said in 
July. ”If not, we are going head 
on our own since we are con- 
vinced that Aere is an urgent 
need for a plant to produce glass 
bottles and utensils in Jordan.” 

Original plans called for an 
investment around $25 million for 
the project, but it was not im- 
mediately known wheAer the 
specifications had been modified 
since Aen. The output of Ae 
project is expected to be between 
15,000 and 20,000 tonnes and the 
plant will offer close to 200 new 
job opportunities. 


Moroccan oil group

Bank also lent Morocco $145 
million to help finance Ae build- 
ing of 250 schools and the refur- 
l^mem of 100 others in rural 
areas, the official news agency 
MAP has reported.

predicts world 
economic upturn 

by end of 1991 


GENEVA (R) — The Umted 
Nations forecast Monday Aat Ae 
world economy would begin Ae 
long haul out of recesaon to 
wards tbe end of Ais year. 

The U.N. Conference on 
Trade and Development (UN- 
CTAD) said in a report Aat 
^bal output would grow just 0.7 
per cent this year after achieving 
only 1.8 per cent growA in 1990. 

For 1992, however. UNCTAD 
predicted 2.3 per cent growA in 
output and a doubling of world 
trade growA to six per cenL 

“The end of the Guif war has 
inspired new business confi- 
dence,” UNCTAD said. "The 
prospects Aat Ae United States 
win escape from Ae grip of reces- 
sioD are seemingly good, and so 
are the chances that economic 
growA will pick up — even if 
only modestly — in most de- 
veloped countries.” 

UNCTAD said the exact ex- 
tent of Ac upturn was not sure 
and depended on factors as 
varied as the outcome of world 
trade negotiations under Ae 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) and political 
events in central and eastern 
Europe. 

In its annual trade and de- 
velopment report, UNCTAD 
stressed that the poor overall 
picture for 1991 masked consider- 
able variations among re^ons, 
and even wiAin Aem. 

It said that among ridier na- 
tions Ae steady deceleration in 
overall growA since 1988 had 
continu^ this year — in contrast 
to some less developed countries 
sodh as China, where Ae indust- 
rial sector grew by 13.7 per cent 
OR a year*on-year basis in Ae first 
quarter of 1991. 

But Western stagnation Aould 
^ve way to a modest recovery by 
Ae end of 1991, UNCTAD said. 
(Hedkting a 2.7 per cent growA 
rate in 19^ after 0.9 per cent tins 
year. 

In NorA America, Britain and 
tbe Nordic countries, UNCTAD 
said Ae recession uAich started in 
1989 may bottom out in Ae 
second h^f of this year. 

The report said Aat in the 
United States easier money and a 
revival of consumer confidence 
were having positive effects, 
alAongh unemployment was at 
its highest levels since 1986. 

"The end of tbe Guif war and 


Ae drop in fuel pries has contri- 
buted to a lowering of inflation- 
ary expectations and a revival of 
consumer confidence, which are 
expect^ to fadlitate an upturn in 
the latter half of 1991,” it said. 

For Ae Soviet Union, Ae prog- 
nosis was less optimistic: "What- 
ever economic policies are fol- 
lowed, the economic crisis has 
almost certainly not yet bottomed 
out. and depressed conditions are 
likely to continue over the next 
few yeara.” 

The report was completed be- 
fore Ae political tran^ormation 
in the Soviet Union following last 
monA’s failed coup attempt. 

Originally set up in 19M to 
secure better trade deals for Ae 
world’s poorer nations, tbe U.N.- 
funded body is now primarily a 
forum for debate on worid econo- 
mic matters. 

UNCTAD said Asia bad en- 
joyed mixed fortunes in 1990 and 
again Ais year. Improvements in 
east Asia, especially by Indone- 
sia, Malaysia and Thailand, were 
oftec by Ae impact of tbe Gulf 
crisis in west Asia, particularly in 
Iraq. Kuwait and Jordan. 

China’s economic momentum 
would continue over Ae next two 
years, Ae report said, wiA over- 
all economic growA projected at 
around six per cent Ais year, 
although Ae trade balance would 
probably decline during the year. 

Africa will be bard bit by the 
slowdown in world economic 
activity this year Aiou^ lower 
commodity prices, higher interest 
rates and r^uced demand from 
developed states. African coun- 
tries will need to intensify efforts 
to attract development capital 
and increase economic falreralisa- 
tion, UNCTAD said.

National Aueronautics and 
Sp^ Administration (NASA) 
engfrieers worked through the 
ni^ ti^iig to nnderstand the 
problem but were confident it 
oocild be solved without jeopar- 
ding the probe's two-year mis- 


sion. 

“We know we have a very 
beahhy spacecraft,” project man- 
ager Milw Luther said ai misdon 
control in Texas a few hours after 
astronauts on Discovery set the 
ratelfite free in a 354-mile-hi^ 
(570-lon) orbit. 

Mr. iWher suspected a “pro- 
cedural error” in pointing the 
probe's main antenna but 
“there’s a myriad of things that 
must be checked.” he said. 

The troubled antenna is the 
one design^ to beam down data 
the satellite gathers on the 
Earth’s deteriorating atmosphere 
tiirough NASA's tracking and 
data relay satellite network. 

IVo others on the probe can be 
used, but until reduc^ capability, 
Mr. Luther said. 


The deployment was delayed 
for about half an hour because of 
the oommunications problems, 
whidi NASA offidals thought 
bad been solved.

They are scheduled to foe the 
15,000-pound (6.800-kg) satel- 
lite’s sniaU jets to boost it 18 miles 
(29 km) higher into space.

Andreotti arrives in China

Whh Mr. Andkeotti's 
arrival on a six-day tour, visits by Western leaders have become 
routine again, dijdomats said. *Hie floodgates have definitely 
opened,” one said.

Floods hit southern Vietnam 

HANOI (R) — The worst floods in more than a decade have hit 
the fertile rice-gromng areas of southern Vietnam, Idling at least

flooding, centred in the delta where the Meko^ River flow into 
Vietnam from Cambodia, has forced the evacn^on of 10,000 
people and may danrage as much as 110,000 hectares ^5,000 
acres) of rice paddies and orchards, it said. The flooctog had 
submerged roads and collapsed brid^ in the provinces of An 
Giang, Dong Thap and Long An, the news agen^ said. It was the 
worst flood disaster to hit the region rince 19^, VNA said.
